Hildanus. Thus firft,he gave a cor- 
diall compofed of the waters of 
Cinamon. Burrag. and Bugloffe, 
with Confeé. Alkermes, then 
put the woman ina fitting po- 
fture, and his hands being anoin- 
ted witha Lt. compofed of the 
oyles of white lillies, and tg 

at 
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fat of a hen-and goofe, and put it 
into the wombe, and drew forth 
the dead birth. In fome, he ufed 
a bag of Emollients applyed to 
the privities, and anointed then 
with the forefaid oyntment, 
fometime before the operati- 
ons, and for accident happening, 
= hee gave eight graines of 
Bezoar inag. Cinam.Lwvino diftil. 
| Confect. alker. and wonderfully 
commends it. 

If infruments muit bee ufed, 
which is dificult, the room being 
warine , place her overwhart the 
bed with her hips up, and a hard 
boulfter under them, and fo put 
hér into a pofture , neither alto- 
gether fitting nor lying along on 
her back, her heels muft be drawn 
up clofe toherhips, and with 
foft lmnen roulers tyed,as in cut- 
ting forthe ftone, towhich for 
co nciffenes,we refer you.
